will start in the first week of October. 


The Australian Federa- 
tion Executive, meeting in 
Sydney last weekend, 
agreed to go ahead with 
the tour which has been 
in the offing since the 
middie of last year. 

Matches will be played 
in New Guinea, New 
Caledonia, the Philippines, 
South Korea, Hong Kong, 
India, Singapore, Iran and 
Japan. 

Thailand and Indonesia 
ate also tentatively on the 
itinerary. 

The touring party will 
include up to 22 players, 
a manager, assistant-man- 
ager, doctor, masseur and 
coach.

Bayutti, “chairman of the 
National Team Committee, 
will be in charge of team 
selection and preparations.

All Rangoon turned out to welcome the 
Burmese soccer team on their return from 
Bangkok where they had won the Asian 
Games football gold medal. 


In  soccer-crazy Asia 
this crown was the most 
coveted of all titles to be 
won in Bangkok. 

For the Burmese their 
triumph was even sweeter 
as it was the only gold 
medal they won during 
the entire Games. 

But it was a medal worth 
its weight in gold. 

The Japanese, who have 
at last succumbed head 
over heels to the universal 
charms of soccer, would 
gladly have relinquished 
some of the 80 gold medals 
they had amassed in other 
sports for the soccer title. 

Burma previously had 
won the 1964 Merdeka 
Tournament in Kuala 
Lumpur and the Southeast 
Asian Peninsular Games 


in 1961, 1963 and 1965, 
but were thought to be in 
decline after losing the 
1966 Merdeka final to 
South Vietnam. 

In Bangkok, however, 
the Burmese turned out the 
best of a rather disappoint- 
ing lot. 

Frankly, I expected a 
higher standard of football 
at the Asian Games. 

While I did not expect 
any team to be as strong 
as the North Koreans, who 
are in a class of their own 
in Asia, or even the 
Communist Chinese, I was 
hoping to see some really 
good football. 

Good football, as I was 
to find out, was rather the 
exception than the rule at 
the Asian Games.

conducts a poll embracing

Charlton had a narrow 
one-point lead when, all 
yotes were counted over 
Benfica and  Portugal’s 
Eusebio, the 1965 ‘Player 
of the Year.” 

Twelve journalists put 
Charlton on top of their 
list, but strangely enough 
England’s Brian Glanville 
did not even mention him, 
preferring Ball, Moore, 
Eusebio, Hurst and Beck- 
enbauer, in that order. 

Eusebio was the first 
choice of five journalists.

Jaroslav Salek selected. 
England skipper Bobby 
Moore as their top choice. 

Hungary’s Laszlo

It could have been the 
stifling heat, that didn’t 
even abate in the evening 
when all matches were 
played as double-headers, 
or the turbulent atmosphere 
that prevailed at most 
matches. 

My guess, however, is 
that all eleven teams in 
Bangkok, are still a long 
way from world class — 
and played accordingly. 


I am more convinced 
than ever that a well pre- 
pared Australian team 
would have shown up 
better than Burma, Iran 
and Japan, the three 
medallists at Bangkok. 


Actually, I’m almost sure 
Australia could have won 
the Asian title, despite the 
heat and hysterical atmos- 
phere that surrounded most 
matches, 

I saw no team in Bang- 
kok play as well as the 
Australians did in the latter 
stages of their 1965 South- 
east Asian tour. 

With the exception of 
Japan, tactically a sound 
side, none of the teams 
played with any set pattern. 

They didn’t bother with 
4-2-45 or 4-3-3s, but just 
played it by ear, although 
most did pack their de- 
fences and operate often 
only by breakaways. 

Although the final table 
tead 1 Burma, 2 Iran, 
3 Japan, 4 Singapore, 
from what I saw (and 
saw nearly every match) 
my rating would be: 1 
Burma, 2 Japan, 3 Iran, 
4 Indonesia, 5 Thailand, 
6 Singapore. 


Slender physique 
Burma played some 
delightful football in 


patches, but the slender, 
tiny physique of their 
players would put them at 
a big disadvantage against 
any European or Australian 
teams. 


The Burmese have an 
air-tight defence, superbly 
marshalled by a_ brilliant 
righthalf, Suk Bahadur, 
undoubtedly the best player 
on view at the Games, and 
an agile, catlike goalie, 
Tin Aung, who pulled off 
some remarkable, acrobatic 
saves. 

Their forward-line, how- 
ever, is weak and rather 
tentative. 

Their forwards hold on 
to the ball too long and 
will insist on that extra 
dribble when a crisp pass 
would do the trick. 

The Burmese only scored 
eight goals in their six 
matches and were held 
twice to a draw (by Thai- 
land and Indonesia), but 
their defence only conceded 
two goals (in the one 
match against Indonesia) 
and played the major part 
in their final victory. 


IT am confident that if 
Australia and Burma were 
to meet in the near future, 
a well trained Australian 
team would win with 
something to spare because 
they are stronger, tackle 
harder and because their 
long passes would, harass 
the nimble Burmese into 
mistakes.

I’m not so sure that 
Australia could beat Japan, 
whom I’ve placed second 
although they were  sur- 
ptisingly beaten 1-0 by 
Tran in the semifinal and 
only got the bronze medal. 

The Japanese have made 
great strides in soccer 
since the 1964 Olympic 
Games. 

The sport is booming in 
Japan where it is tipped, 
according to Japanese 
journalists I spoke to in 
Bangkok, to overtake base-~ 
ball as the major sport 
within five years. 

The Japanese national 
team, too, has improved out 
of sight and was unlucky 
not to strike gold in 
Bangkok, 

The team that played in 
Bangkok was nearly the 
same one that reached the 
quarterfinals of the Olym- 
pic tournament, 

That team had been 
coached by top German 
expert, Dettmar Cramer, 
assistant-coach to the West 
German World Cup team 
in England, and although 
he quit Japan 18 months 
ago, he has left his mark 
on his former charges. 

The Japanese play a 
most non-Asian type of 


soccer. 

They tackle hard, 
viciously at times, head the 
ball like Europeans — 
whereas most other Asians 
never do — and above all 
they were the only side, 
with the Iranians — who 
are also European in 
soccer outlook — whose 
wingers knew how to cross 
the ball. 

Japan’s high crosses in 
front of their opponents’ 
goalmouth created havoc 
among the  dwarf-sized 
defences. 

he only reason Japan 
didn’t fare better was 
because they were forced to 
play three matches in three 
days and could hardly 
stand on their feet in their 
semifinal against Iran, who 
had enjoyed a 48-hour 
rest. 

The Iranians surprised 
one and all by taking out 
the silver medal. 

Never known as a soccer 
nation, they too have made 
great strides in  tecent 
years. 

Their players are all tall 
and strong. 


“Latin” temperament 


They are not Asians in 
the true sense of the word, 
but Arabs with strains of 
Caucasian blood (quite a 
number of their players are 
fair-haired). 

They play a style of foot- 
ball similar te the Greeks 
and Turks and have a fiery 
“Jatin” temperament that 
often got them into 
trouble with referees and 
spectators. 

They dwarfed their op- 
ponents in size and their 
vigorous defence literally 
terrorised the opposition. 


best match of the Asian Games (2-2). 


They have some excel- 
lent players, endowed with 
clever ~ ball control, but 
sometimes lack discipline. 

Indonesia deserved a 
berth in the semifinals. 

Their 2-2 draw with 
Burma produced the best 
soccer of the whole series. 

Their players are clever 
and agile, but lack stamina 
and shy away from any 
sort of body contact. 

Indonesia would be an 
attraction in Australia. 

Indonesian officials in 
Bangkok told me they 
would like to play at 
least one international a 
year against Australia. 

They badly lack inter- 
national competition and 
would welcome closer ties 
with us. 

In their first two outings 
in Bangkok, Thailand 
played as a team inspired 
to thrash South Korea and 
hold Burma to a dzaw and 
looked as though they 
might even ‘“‘steal” the 
Asian title with the help 
of their fanatical support. 


Thais falter 


Tn the quarterfinal 
pool, however, the Thais 


fell to pieces, no doubt 


because they had made 
such strenuous efforts in 
their first two games. 

They went down meekly, 
without a whimper, to 
Singapore and Japan. 

Singapore even surprised 
themselves by reaching the 
semifinals. 

Their 5-0 win over 
South Vietnam in the 
preliminary round was the 
sensation of the tournament 
and was achieved through 
well planned breakaways. 

Of the other teams, 
South Korea and Nation- 
alist China were the most 
disappointing.

The South “Koreans, of 
whom so much had been 
expected, fielded a very 
young team as all their 
“stars” have retired. 
Nationalist China flop- 
ped because for the first 
time the Hong Kong FA
